California’s state law against 
smoking indoors is clear, but un- 
icertainty persists regarding the uni- 
versity’s policy on smoking out- 
side on campus.

Price tag over 
initial report

The total price tag for Sacra- 
mento State President Alexander 
Genzalez’s office remodel has 
turned out to be more than 
$265,000—not the $165,000 orig- 
inally quoted before the semester 
started. 

‘The discrepancy comes from 
$102,953 donated to the project by 
the non-profit CSUS Foundation 
that runs the Hornet Bookstore, 
among other operations on cam- 
pus. 
The $165,000—cited by the 
university administration in news 
accounts—came from state gener- 
al fund revenues, according to Vice 
President of Administration Ed- 
ward Del Biaggio. 

The CSUS Foundation is a non- 
profit, self-supporting organization 
that receives its money from the 
Homet Bookstore, the Copy Graph- 
ics,Center, the University Union 
Store and the Dining Commons, 
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ing will not be established or iden- 
tified.” 

“We thought about (making 
smoking areas),” Uplinger said, 
“but unless the smoking areas were 
covered, they would be unused if it 
rained. Building covered kiosks 
would be too expensive,” Uplinger 
said. 

Lawrence Pangilinan, a civil en- 
gineering major and a smoker, said 
the chalk marks had no impact be- 
cause they were gone after a few 
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said Nancy Pennebaker, special as- 
sistant to the executive director of 
Foundation board. 

The Foundation also collects 
money from campus eateries and 
oversees other operations, she said. 

Money collected by the Hornet 
Bookstore and the Dining Com- 
mons does come primarily from 
Sac State students, Pennebaker said. 

When the Foundation’s rev- 
enue exceeds the expenditures, the 
board of directors—which over- 
sees the budget for the Founda- 
tion—approves how any extra rev- 
enue is utilized. 

The board consists of faculty, 
students, members of the commu- 
nity and administrators. 

“As part of the budget every 
year, the Foundation provides re- 
sources to the university,” said 
Foundation Executive Director El- 
roy Littlefield. 

Pennebaker said it is the univer- 
sity’s job to decide how to utilize 
any funds donated by the Foun- 
dation. 

Del Biaggio was unavailable to 
comment on the decision to use the 
donated money towards the new 
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Sacramento State smokers snuffed by new policies 


days. 

“Tf they are going to enforce the 
policies, they should put up clear 
signs on the walkways and around 
the doorways,” Pangilinan said. 

He disagreed with the decision 
to stop the sale of cigarettes on cam- 
pus and sees it unfair that alcohol 
can be sold but not tobacco.

Continued From A1 
rettes were taken off the shelves. 

“People are coming in asking us 
for cigarettes, and we just tell them 
the policy,” Wilson said. “We had 
signs up since May, so most people 
already know and come prepared.” 

University police said people 
concerned about second hand 
smoke should ask smokers to 
move. 

Interior design major Nicole 
Rouillard, a non-smoker, said she 
would never ask people to stop 
smoking if she saw them smoking 
in major walkways or within 20 
feet of a building. 

“If someone was smoking and 
it was really bothering me, I would 
probably just move,” Rouillard 
said. 

Detective John Hamrick said 
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university police have not received 
any complaints about smoking vi- : 
olations. : 
“Tf asked, smokers will move,” 
said Hamrick, who agreed the pol- 
icy could be made clearer. 
There is no penalty in place for 
smoking violations on campus, 
Hamrick said. If a person is found 
smoking inside, on major walk- , 
ways or within 20 feet of door- 
ways, police would politely ex- 
plain the policy and ask the smoker _ 
to extinguish his or her cigarette. 
Hamrick said he is not sure if 
there should be heavier punish- 
ments. 
“T don’t know if tve should in- 
troduce having harsher penalties,” 
Hamrick said. “But I don’t think 
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there should be a fine. That would 


be taking it too far.”

go to the polls Oct. 7 to vote in a 
special recall election, more than 
100 television and radio stations 
have'signed on to broadcast the de- 
bate. 

Statham said that in Sacramen- 
to alone, three television stations 
and two radio stations plan to air the 
event live. 

_ CSUS spokeswoman Ann Reed 
said that the Office of University 
Affairs has already arranged 50 
press credentials for the debate, in- 
cluding passes to the Associated 
Press, Reuters and CNN. 

Reed said the university is in 
negotiations with cable network 
MSNBC to host “Hardball with 
Chris Matthews,” a nationally 
broadcast talk show, from the Sac 


‘State campus preceding the debate. 


Roughly 500 seats will be avail- 
able in the University Union Ball- 
room, 270 of which are reserved 
for individuals affiliated with the 
university. Seating at the debate is 
by invitation only. 

Associated Students, Inc. Pres- 
ident Peter Ucovich is responsible 
for distributing 150 tickets set aside 
for CSUS students. He explained 
he has already received numerous 
requests for tickets, but emphasized 
that his primary goal is to arrange 
attendance for a group “representa- 
tive” of the campus community. 

“The students most vested in 
California politics and higher edu- 
cation, who would receive the most 
benefit from attending, will have 
highest priority,’ Ucovich said. “Tt 


should be seen as more than just a 
celebrity event.” 

The office of CSUS President 
Alexander Gonzalez will receive 
40 of the university’s tickets, while 
80 seats are set aside for university 
faculty and staff. 

The CBA has reserved 175 tick- 
ets for its own invitees. The re- 
maining tickets will be divided 
among the six candidates partici- 
pating in the debate. 

Schwarzenegger’s appearance 
at the debate also compounds the 
dramatic security measures that will 
be in place at Sac State on Sept. 
24. 

Reed said that university police 
will work with the Sacramento Po- 
lice Department to provide the 
“highest levels of security.” 

All debate attendees must be 
screened and must receive security 
clearance before entering the ball- 
room. 

California Highway Patrol offi- 
cers will also assist in providing 
security at the debate. 

Reed said that CHP presence is 
common at major events attended 
by seated members of Gov. Gray 
Davis’ Cabinet-—among whom De- 
mocratic candidate Cruz Busta- 
mante ranks as lieutenant gover- 
nor. 

Statham also said he expected 
Republicans Arianna Huffington, 
Tom McClintock and Peter Ueber- 
roth, as well as Green Party candi- 
date Peter Camejo, to be confirmed 
as the other four debate participants 
as early as this week.

Student retention and participa- 
tion, fighting Proposition 54, 
mandatory student healthcare and 
greater visibility are some of the is- 
sues outlined in the agenda of Asso- 
ciated Students, Inc. this fall semes- 
ter. 

Sacramento State students can 
expect to see more ASI involve- 
ment on campus than ever before, 
Vice President of Finance Luke 
Wood said. 

“This board is a lot more dedi- 
cated to being out there than other 
boards in the past,’ Wood said. 

Following board approval, he 
said he hopes to hold two forums 
next month where students can 
voice their opinions about current 
campus issues. 

“It’s no secret that one of our 
biggest goals is retention,” Wood 
said. “When students are more in- 
volved on campus, they are more 
likely to stay.” 

Getting students involved also 
means making ASI more visible. 
Plans are in the works to establish a 
permanent booth with regular of- 
fice hours where students can re- 
lay questions, comments or sug- 
gestions to ASI. 

ASI President Peter Ucovich 
said he is dedicated to raising aware- 
ness about ASI’s presence on cam- 
pus this semester.

definitely increase ASI’s visibili- 
ty,” Ucovich said. “T think higher 
visibility will give students a better 
understanding of everything ASI 
does for them.” 

Ucovich also advocated mak- 
ing improvements to the campus 
to help increase retention. 

“We want to improve campus 
facilities that are lacking so that stu- 
dents will have a campus they can 
call home,” Ucovich said. “When 
that happens, we will start to see 
more retention and more people 
graduating.” 

ASI officers will use classroom 
speeches to raise awareness about 
ASI’s plans and priorities. This will 
be especially true for getting the 
word out about ASI’s resolution 
against Proposition 54, said Mar- 
lon Cuellar, ASI’s Director of Gov- 
ernmental Affairs. 


Cuellar said that it is ASI’s goal 


to visit 1,000 classrooms before the 
Oct. 7 vote on Prop. 54.

As students cool down in the 
American River while summer 
winds down, they may unknow- 
ingly become part of the life cycle 
of a fluke, a microscopic water- 
bound parasite that will dig under 
any skin floating by, often produc- 
ing an itchy rash. 

Commonly known as “‘swim- 
mer’s itch,” cercarial dermatitis is an 
allergic skin reaction to a parasite of 
the genus schistosomes. 

Disgusting at best, the parasite 
begins its life in the bodies of aquat- 
ic snails and burrows into the blood- 
streams of waterfowl. The birds de- 
posit their waste in a body of water 
releasing the schistosomes eggs and 
the cycle repeats, producing con- 
taminated water. 

The most commonly affected 
areas is the still, shallow water along 
shorelines of natural streams and 
rivers, where bird and snail popula- 
tions cohabitate. 

One Sac State student, who 
wishes to remain nameless, experi- 
enced swimmers rash after snor- 
keling in the liquid brew of mi- 
croorganisms that makes up the 
American River. 

“T didn’t know what it was. I 
thought it was poison oak I got from 
swimming too close to the shore,” 
said the anonymous student. “It was 
really more annoying than anything 
else. It didn’t hurt, it was just a re- 
ally bad itch all over. Then it faded 
away like a case of poison oak.” 

The fluke burrows under the 
skin of unsuspecting swimmers 
who soak in the infested water lead- 
ing to the itch. According to the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention, a reaction can occur 
immediately or up to a day after 
contact: Swimmer’s itch is not 
medically serious and will cure it- 
self. ,

A swimmer greatly increases 
chances to get the rash if they allow 
their body to dry naturally after they 
leave the water. As the water evap- 
orates off the skin it is easier for the 
fluke to enter the skin. 

The symptoms of swimmer’s 
itch usually dissipate on their own, 
lasting anywhere from a few hours 
to a week. The fluke is unable to 
survive in the human host. 

Those affected can use baking 
soda lotions or oatmeal baths. If 
the case is severe, a physician can 
prescribe antibiotics or stronger top- 
ical creams. 





American River schistosomes 
are more puzzling than serious. In 
other parts of the world, such as the 
tropics of Africa and Asia, schisto- 
somes can cause serious fatal in- 
fections as the fluke can survive in 
the human host. 

Connie Barter, a nurse with the 
Communicable Disease Division 
of the California Health and Hu- 
man Services Agency, is familiar 
with the local swimmer’s itch. 

“(Late summer) is the time of 
year that it is most common,” Barter 
said. “By state law, swimmer’s itch 
is supposed to be reported.”

steadily present, especially bridges.” 

Sanchez added that swimmers 
can work to help themselves min- 
imize exposure to bacteria in the 
river. 

“Dry off immediately after you 
get out of the water,” Sanchez said, 
“and don’t swim where birds are. 
You greatly lessen your chance for 
swimmer’s itch.” 

So enjoy the water channels 
Sacramento has to offer, jump in, 
cool down, and try to remember to 
dry off. 

“Don’t drink the water,” 
Sanchez said.

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New audit report 
regarding

As the Legislature continues to 
debate state oversight of Califor- 
nia State University technology 
projects, the university will release 
a report Thursday detailing its com- 
pliance with last spring’s scathing 
state audit of its $662 million Com- 
mon Management Systems soft- 
ware. 

CSU spokeswoman Colleen 
Bentley-Adler declined to comment 
on the content of the upcoming re- 
port, saying only that the universi- 
ty would be responding fully to the 
points cited in the March audit. 

Bentley-Adler added, however, 
that the CSU report will not respond 
to the auditor’s Aug. 19 letter to the 
state’s Joint Legislative Audit Com- 
mittee, which detailed specific con- 
cerns that cropped up from anoth- 
er CSU report released last July. 

“We’re continuing to work on 
the 30 recommendations in the au- 
dit,” Bentley-Adler said. 

Since the letter was addressed 
to the JLAC instead of the univer- 
sity, Bentley-Adler said, the uni- 
versity only considers the letter an 
“informative” document. 

Meanwhile, the state Senate is 
expected to vote this week on As- 
sembly Bill 491, a measure that 
would establish new oversight pro- 
visions for state university technol- 
ogy projects. 

The Senate Appropriations 
Committee, which passed the bill 
Sept. 4, amended the bill to include 
projects undertaken by the Univer- 
sity of California system. Another 
amendment tripled the amount both 
systems could spend on technology 
projects before consulting with De- 
partment of Finance auditors. 

Arturo Carmona, spokesman for 
AB 491 author Manny Diaz, D-

San Jose, said the Assemblymem- 
ber respects the Committee’s deci- 
sion to raise the minimum cost of 
overseen projects from $1 million to 
$3 million. 

“The Appropriations Committee 
thought it was appropriate to have 
it there,’ Carmona said. “So that’s 
the way it went.” 

Both the CSU and University 
of California have objected to the 
amended measure. 

UC spokesman Hanan Eisen- 
man said the university already has 
many of its own audit and over- 
sight provisions in place, and that 
AB 491 will cost the UC $3.3 mil- 
lion to implement. 

Bentley-Adler, who recently crit- 
icized AB 491 for singling out the 
CSU system, was surprised to learn 
that the measure had been amend- 
ed to include the UC. | 

She nevertheless maintained the 
CSU’s opposition to AB 491 in its 
entirety. 

“Neither one of us should have 
that oversight,” Bentley-Adler said. 
“Tt doesn’t make sense that we

‘California Secretary of State calls on 


students to vote in gubernatorial recall

- Armed with voter registration 
cards, California Secretary of State 
Kevin Shelley arrived on Sproul 
Plaza at UC-Berkeley Thursday, 
urging students to vote in the Oct. 7 
recall election. 

A flock of curious students, TV 
camera crews and reporters con- 
verged in front of Sather Gate to 
meet Shelley, the chief elections of- 
ficer for California. 

Overseeing the landmark guber- 
natorial recall election next month, 
Shelley has become a magnet for 29 
lawsuits contesting the fast-ap- 
proaching election. 

Son of an influential California 
politician and labor leader, Shelley 
joked that he crawled picket lines 


| before he walked them. 


After handing out voter regis- 
tration forms and greeting UC- 
Berkeley Chancellor Robert 


Berdahl, Shelley and his entourage 
of assistants headed to Dwinelle 
Hall to speak at a California histo- 
ry class. 

With declining voter participa- 
tion across the state, Shelley said, 
low turnout could allow a minority 
of voters to easily override and mis- 
represent the will of the majority 
of California’s eligible voters. 

Voter participation has halved 
in the last four decades, dropping to 
35 percent, he said. 

“The moral of the story is that 
less and less people are now mak- 
ing decisions in who wins office,” 
Shelley said. “That is frightening, 
and a worsening problem for our 
democracy.” 

On the UC-Berkeley campus, 
voter registration tables have lined 
Sproul Plaza for weeks to register 
hundreds of student voters before 
the Sept. 22 deadline. Already, 
1,100 students have filled out forms.

“This recall process is perhaps 
one of most Byzantine, Kafka-es- 
que, screwed-up laws I have seen,” 
he said. 

Nine counties, representing a 
hefty 52 percent of California’s pop- 
ulation, still use punch-card ballots. 
Six of the state’s largest counties 
use ballots similar to the ones used 
in Florida during the 2000 presi- 
dential election, Shelley said. 

_The recall is expected to cost as 


much as $66 million of the state’s 
funds, contributing to the predicted 
$7.9 billion deficit next year. 

Recall expenses could siphon 
more money away from state pro- 
grams. 

Already the UC system has ex- 
perienced $410 million in cuts this 
year because of cuts to the state’s 
general fund. 

“Anytime you have resources 
competing, something has got to 
give,” Shelley said. “That’s the 
problem with the budget right now.” 

The election’s list of 135 can- 
didates could leave voters confused 
about how many candidates to vote 
for. 


Placed at the end of the five- to 
six-page ballot, propositions 53 and 
54 could go unnoticed by voters, 
Shelley said. 


“This is all uncharted territory,” 
said history professor Kerwin Klein, 
who teaches the class Shelley visit- 
ed Thursday. “It’s also unbeatable as 
an entertainment spectacle.”

The City Police were un avail- 
able for comment. 

The University Police’s own 
web site (www.csus.edu/police/) in 
the section, Frequently Asked Ques- 
tions, offers a clue as to who should 
be responsible for student’s safety: 
"In general, the primary jurisdic- 
tion is one mile from the campus. 
We often get called by the police 
and sheriff to assist them on cam- 
pus-related cases that occur outside 
the campus." 

Even though adjacent to Sac 
State and falling within the one- 
mile radius of their jurisdictional 
parameters, campus police appar- 
ently are not committed to pa- 
trolling the area in question. 

Two logical points stick out: 
Glass Alley, is located within a mile 
radius of the campus and many of 
the parked cars that are broken into 
belong to Sac State students. 

This area should be a high pa- 
trolling priority for the University 
Police. But as it seems, no one re- 
ally patrols it. Do the University or 
City Police care about student safe- 
ty? 

As crooks get bolder, police 
should take decisive action. 
It should not take a life threat- 
ening incident to change priorities.

The California State University 
system’s Board of Trustees ap- 
proved a 30 percent increase in reg- 
istration fees in July, much to the an- 
noyance of CSU students. 

While it’s not completely clear 
yet just where the cash will go, 
some will end up at Sacramento 
State. And while the situation is far 
from ideal - in fact, it’s downright 
infuriating - students can still get 
at least some of their money back 
through their use of school servic- 
es. When you're paying nearly 
$1,500 a semester in registration 
fees as an undergraduate student, 
you might as well take advantage. 

In terms of one’s future, a few 
offices can help chart uncertain 
plans. 

The Career Center, in Lassen 
Hall, Room 2000, offers informa- 
tion on internships and job open- 
ings. The center is devoted to help- 
ing students figure out what 
theywant to be or do after gradua- 
tion. One helpful service the center 
provides is mock interviews. A stu- 
dent can rehearse a serious career 
interview so they can be better pre- 
pared when looking for that first 


big post-college position. 

The next mock interview dates 
will be Sept. 24-25. On October 1- 
2, the Career Center will organize 
the Fall Career Fair in the Univer- 
sity Union. The career fair will give 
students the opportunity to meet 
with potential employers and make 
future career contacts. 

If you can’t attend the Career 
Fair, though, you can still learn 
about potential jobs and internships 
through the Career Center by just 
going into their main office. 

Academic Advising, which is 
housed in Lassen 1012, can be a 
major help when it comes to mak- 
ing sure that one’s units are in order 
for graduation requirements. 

Not checking in with a coun- 
selor often about your schedule 
could mean extra semesters at Sac 
State, and who wants that when tu- 
ition is rising? Many students find 
themselves a class or two short at 
their expected date of graduation, 
and have to stay on through yet an- 
other semester or special session, 
so make sure you’re on track to 
graduate. 

In the student health center, stu- 
dents can save a lot of money by in- 
vesting in the Augmented Health 
Plan. 


While this plan does cost an ad- 
ditional $20 each semester, it pro- 
vides many medical services - plus 
three therapeutic massages - for 
free. 

And even without the augment- 
ed health plan, the services at the 
health center don’t put as much of 
a strain on your wallet as other clin- 
ics and hospitals in the Sacramen- 
to. 

ASI can help students out with 
discounts and free legal aid. Stu- 
dents, staff and alumni can take ad- 
vantage of a discount at the Aquat- 
ic Center at Lake Natoma in 
Rancho Cordova. 

ASI also offers discount movie 
tickets. Students can buy movie 
tickets for any UA theater, regard- 
less of the time 
of the show, for $6 at the ASI Busi- 
ness Office. The only restriction is 
that your movie of choice must 
have been out for at least ten days. 
Students can also purchase tickets 
for films playing at the Crest theater, 
for just $5.25 each. 

Students can get free legal aid 
(with restrictions) through ASI. A 
lawyer is available once a week for 
half-hour appointments. Interested 
students can schedule a meeting 
through ASI Student Services. 


Free entertainment is a key part 
of the appeal of UNIQUE, a Uni- 
versity Union program which of- 
fers (mostly) free concerts and 
movie screenings on campus. 

Nearly every Wednesday, 
UNIQUE brings free concerts to 
Sac State students in Serna Plaza. 
About twice a month, UNIQUE 
also hosts free student screenings of 
recent movies. The next film shown 
will be “X2: X-Men United” on 
Sept. 25. 

October will bring three major 
summer blockbusters to CSUS with 
screenings of “Finding Nemo,” 
“The Matrix Reloaded” and “Pi- 
rates of the Caribbean.” In addition 
to films and noon concerts, 
UNIQUE also organizes cultural 
events. 

The CSU system’s administra- 
tors have made the occasional mis- 
take - a certain $660 million com- 
puter system debacle comes to mind 
- and students no doubt consider 
the fee hike to be a major misfire. 
But just as the Board of Trustees 
seems to be taking advantage of 
students’ wallets, we can take ad- 
vantage of free services on cam- 
pus.

ead football coach Steve 
Horenstnes can breathe a 
sigh of relief. 

The first-year coach came to 
Sacramento State to reveal that 
infamous “light at the end of the 
tunnel.” He ended up throwing on 
the floodlights in their home 
opener as the Hornets romped 
Saint Mary’s 69-19. 

Those lights shined the bright- 
est on Hornets’ star receiver Fred 
Amey — Sac State’s version of 
Terrell Owens. Once Amey real- 
ized he was all alone on his 83- 
yard punt return in the second half 
for a touchdown, he celebrated his 
way into the end zone and contin- 
ued to dance until he was kicked 
out of the game for two unsports- 
manlike conduct penalties. And 
through the grandiose scope of 
what is good for Hornet athletics — 
good for him and good for Sac 
State! 

Not only did it give the Hornet 
faithful something to get excited 
about, but it allowed the Hornets 
to finally shove it in someone 
else’s face for once. After playing 
on All-Madden last week against 
Oregon State, we switched the dif- 
ficulty level to rookie mode in 
week two and dominated SMC on 
all parts of the field. 

We have the offensive stars in 
Amey, running back Tyronne 
Gross, and quarterback Ryan 
Leadingham. These players need 
to be marketed as individual stars 
and they won’t be until the 
Hornets’ sports marketing team 
makes an effort to recognize these 
standouts and turn them into 
celebrities around Sacramento.

Sac State out-duels Gaels in scoring smorgasbord

It was a bit surprising even to the dis- 
traughit cannon operator Who ran out am- 
munition towards the end of the game. 
Sacramento State tallied up 12 scores (nine 
touchdowns, two field goals and one safe- 
ty) and no one was prepared for it. 

“This (win) had me blind,” head coach 
Steve Mooshagian said of his team’s 69-19 
drudging of Saint Mary’s College in the 
Hornets’ home opener. 

“Tt feels great (to get my first win). But 
I also know there is a lot to do,” Moosha- 
gian said. “TI know it is only going to get 
tougher from this point on. I am going to 
enjoy it for 24 hours then put it to bed and 
get ready for Cal Poly.” 

The coach, grinning from ear to ear and 
drenched in a dynamic combination of 
lemon-lime and orange sports drinks, re- 
sembled a 10-year-old getting his first pup- 
py on Christmas morning. 

Ironically, the defense came ready to 
play...like a bunch of fierce and rabid 
dogs. 

Sac State intercepted Gael quarterbacks 


Magnum Parker and Zac Connors four 
times for 164 yards and one touchdown. Ju- 
nior transfer Chris Meyer scored his fourth 
career touchdown (first touchdown and 
interception as a Hornet) in the fourth quar- 
ter on an 88-yard return. Earlier in the 
game true freshman Stephon Paige, redshirt 
freshman James Bogetti and junior trans- 
fer Kevin Tennerson all picked up their 
first-career interceptions as Hornets. 

“All week long we practiced hard,” de- 
fensive lineman Harry Filo said, who re- 
turned a Magnum fumble stripped by sen- 
ior Ben Fox for a 39-yard touchdown in the 
second quarter. “Coach DiCamillo was 
like, ‘all you have to do is execute and 
take care of your own job,’ I think last 
week everybody was trying to be the hero 
and didn’t buy into the scheme.” 

‘The scheme on Saturday resulted in 
two defensive scores and six turnovers, 
which led to three offensive touchdowns. 

Oh yeah, the offense was there too — 
breaking record after record.

Going 2-2 wasn’t exactly what the 
Sacramento State volleyball team had in 
mind when they set out to perform in the 
inaugural Sacramento State Invitational 
last weekend. Considering what they 
had to go through to reach that mark, 
they’ll take what they can get. 

The Hornets’ two wins of the tour- 
nament came on its second day. They 
began by dispatching Georgetown Uni- 
versity 3-1. Senior setter Lisa Beauchene 
had a triple-double (10 kills, 13 digs, 51 
assists) and freshman outside hitter Jen- 
nifer Ferguson had a double-double (16 
kills, 10 digs) en route to the win. 

Junior outside hitter Sandra 
Bandimere and senior middle hitter 
Kazmiera Imrie each had double fig- 
ures in kills as well. 

After going up two games to none, 
the Homets found themselves down 18- 
11 in game three after four attack er- 
rors. 

“We didn’t have the mindset to fin- 
ish the match,” Hornet head coach Deb- 
by Colberg said. “We knew they were 
going to go into the break and make 
some adjustments. We just weren’t up

Sac State did make a valiant effort 
however. 

Ferguson had six kills and freshman 
defensive specialist Kristin Lutes had 
six digs to help the Hornets close the 
gap to 29-28 before the Hoyas put the 
game away. 

“Tt was a great comeback. Unfortu- 


In the fourth game, the team rallied 
from a 7-1 deficit to tie the Hoyas and 
never trailed again by more than a point. 

In the final match of the tournament, 
Sac State defeated Oregon State Uni- 
versity 3-1. : 

Despite being beaten in almost every 
statistical category, the Hornets were 
able to win on the momentum of a near 
triple-double (nine kills, 40 assists, 12 
digs) from Beauchene and double fig- 
ure kill performances by Bandimere and 
Imrie. 

The team shined defensively as well. 
Beauchene and junior middle hitter Emi- 
ly Wilson consistently shut down the 
Beavers’ scoring opportunities combin- 
ing for eight of the team’s 12 blocks. 

“Our defense definitely improved 
over the length of the tournament,” 
Beauchene said after being named to 
the All-Tournament team along with 
Imrie. “Defense and the serve are our 
strong points when we’re playing well.” 

The Hornets opened their tourna-

All-America candidate Fred Amey, 
who holds Sacramento State’s records 
for career receiving yards and recep- 
tions in a singe season, added his name 
to the record book two more times on 
Saturday in a rout over Saint Mary’s 
College. 

With his second catch in the first 
quarter Amey became the Hornet’s all- 
time reception leader with 120 catches, 
eclipsing previous record holder Lam- 
ont Webb. 

Sac State’s record for career receiv- 
ing touchdowns, also formerly held by 
Webb, was next to fall when Amey 
caught a 9-yard touchdown pass from 
Ryan Leadingham making the score 
19-6 in favor of the Hornets. 

Amey caught 
two more passes 
against the Gaels 
to finish with a to- 
tal of four recep- 
tions for 49 yards. 

On special 
teams Amey 
weaved his way 
through the kick 
coverage return- 
ing a punt 83 
yards for his sec- 
ond touchdown of 
the game. 

He might have 
scored again but couldn’t resist taunt- 
ing the Gaels by looking over his shoul- 
der and dancing in the end zone after 
the 83-yard jaunt. 

“He took a little bit of a verbal lash- 
ing from me and a few others,” head 
coach Steve Mooshagian said. “He not 
only got kicked out of the game ... but 
put the defense in a bad position be- 
cause we were kicking off from the 5- 
yard-line.”’ 

Mooshagian added that if the game 
was closer the coaches would have been 
more than just unhappy, but this game 
was anything but close. 

Getting tossed from the game could 
not overshadow what Amey has done 
in his short career with the Hornets. 

In just over two years he has ac- 
complished more than any four-year 
receiver in school history. 

The numbers do not lie, Amey just 
might be the greatest receiver ever to 
wear a Sac State uniform.

Fred Amey broke the all-time 
reception record when he caught 
his 120th pass in the first quarter. 

The Hornets scored the most 
points they ever have in any first 
quarter closing it out 26-6. 

By the end of the game Sac 
State had a amassed 69 points — the 
second most in school history, the 
most scored in the Div I— AA era. 

““We’ ve stressed one game at a 
time,” Mooshagian said. “I don’t 
care if (were playing) the little sis- 
ters for the poor or McClatchy High 
School or UCLA ... we still have to 
go lineup. (Saint Mary’s) puts their 
pants on the same way we do. We 
have to respect our opponent.” 

Amey, was arguably the most 
explosive guy on the field. He held 
the school record for most receiving 
yards going into the game and when 
he left in the third quarter after be- 
ing ejected for two-straight un- 
sportsmanlike conduct penalties — 
he had put his name in the record 
book two more times. 

With his second catch of the 
game, the 120th of his career, Amey 
broke the record for most career 
receptions. With his first touchdown 
of the game — a 9-yard deep route to 
the corner of the end zone - he 
reached 17 career touchdown re- 
ceptions. 

In the third quarter, with Sac 
State on top 45-6, Amey awaited a 
punt from Ben Antongiobanni. 
Eighty-three yards later Amey was 
dancing with teammates in the end 
zone and his excessive celebrating 
got him ejected from the very game 
that had his name inscribed all over 
it. 

“He didn’t know where the guy 
was and he looked back,’ Moosha- 
gian said of Amey, who was called 
for taunting when he looked back at 
a member of the Gaels’ special 
teams while sprinting in for his sec- 
ond score. 

But Mooshagian explained to 
his-all-star that no matter what the 
score, getting tossed was inexcus- 














able.

Quarterback Ryan Leadingham 
finished the game with 159 passing 
yards and completed 15-of-22 pass- 
es with one interception that was 
returned by Ray Mike for a touch- 
down in the first quarter.

Sneed finds Nelle, records second assist of season

Senior Sam Sneed describes his 
current streak as a bit of good for- 
tune, but for his teammates who 
have been on the receiving end of 
the midfielder’s creative passes, 
luck isn’t exactly what they would 
call it. 

“I saw Sammy beat his man,” 
forward Patrick Nelle said, after he 
scored Sacramento State’s only goal 
in a 1-0 win over Saint Mary’s Col- 
lege on Sunday.

In the 6th minute junior forward 
Patrick Nelle was able to get on the 
end of Sneed’s second assist of the 
season after Sneed had beaten his 
man badly to create space. It was 
Nelle’s first goal this season. 

“Breaking the ice is a real must,” 
Nelle said. “Hopefully I will be able 
to keep the momentum into our 
next games.” 

Sneed created problems 
throughout the game for the Gaels’ 
defense along with Nelle and sen- 
ior forward Pat Powers, who was 
able to join the team once his jun- 
ior college transcripts were veri- 
fied. 

“At times we hold back I think,” 
Linenberger said of his team’s in- 
stinct to shoot. “The (players) think 
they have to beat the defender clean 
to get the shot off, but you only 
need a half step.” 

Sneed has delivered the initial 
pass on two of the three Hornet 
goals thus far. The other goal he 
netted himself. 

“T don’t know what’s happen-

The senior has been the go-to 
midfielder to spark the attack and 
has begun working well with fresh- 
man Ryan Rhoads and Pedro Lu- 
percia to put the Hornets within 
scoring position.

What a difference a year makes 
— at least that’s the anthem you 
would expect to hear around the 
Sacramento’s State women’s soccer 
program these days. To understand 
this year’s team, one must relive 
the perils of a year ago. 

There was a rebuilding process 
that took place at Hornet Soccer 
Field in 2002, a process now close 
to becoming a finished product. 

The reconstruction began with 
the addition of new head coach 
Karen Hanks, who inherited a team 
built by former coach Sandra Asi- 
mos. The challenge ahead was a 
race against time to find a cohe- 
siveness that Hanks needed be- 
tween herself and the players. 

Although the Hornets finished 
2002 outscoring the competition 6- 
0 in two games, their full potential 
was never fully realized as they fin- 
ished with a 3-13-1 overall record 
including a 1-5 record in the Big 
Sky Conference. 

Fast forward one year and a new 
attitude has been found along the 
sideline. Optimism reigns for this 
season, as the second year coach 
has put her stamp on the team with 
her first recruiting class since she 
became coach on Aug. 8, 2002. 

Last year Hanks had just two 
weeks between the time she was 
hired and the first game of the sea- 
son. This year she had the usual 
preparation time and has taken full 
advantage of it. 

Teamwork is something Hanks 
should know about. Before coming 
to Sacramento, she spent seven sea- 
sons at California State University, 
Dominguez Hills, accumulating a 
93-36-13 record with four straight 
California Collegiate Athletic As- 
sociation titles in Division II. 

Under Asimos the Hornets 
amassed a 55-82-10 record. Ath- 
letic Director Terry Wanless jumped 
at the opportunity to sign Hanks, 
describing her as a “high- energy” 
coach with good discipline.

Hanks’ blueprint for success in 
Sacramento includes nine new re- 
cruits, five of which are freshmen 
who are expected to step into sig- 
nificant roles now. While the of- 
fense struggled to find the net last 
season, Hanks believes the new- 
comers will improve that area. 

“We’ve brought in strong ath- 
letes and strong central midfield- 
ers,’ Hanks said. 

Last season’s team leader in 
goals, Lisa Wrightsman, graduat- 
ed and leaves a vacancy that needs 
to be addressed. Fortunately for 
the Hornets several of the new- 
comers can step into that role. 

Known for her excellent speed, 
Wrightsman scored 32 goals in her 
four years with the Hornet program. 
Finding those speed players to fill 
Wrightsman’s void on this roster 
will be important. 

“We don’t have a single “go to’ 
player, we have several,” Hanks 
said. “Tnitially, it was Kelly Novak 
and Natalia Romo, but they’re in- 
jured right now. Lisamarie La 
Vallee and Kelly Law can also do it. 
Kelly Law has that breakaway 


speed. Kelly Novak has a nose for 
the goal. 

At the goalkeeper position fresh- 
man Stephanie Shaw and junior 
Michelle Balzouman will look to 
anchor the defense. Shaw looked 
impressive in her first two colle- 
giate starts against Navy and UC 
Davis last weekend. 

“Stephanie has won the starting 
job for now, but her and Michelle 
will continue to fight for the spot,” 
Hanks said. 

The Hornets opened the regular 
season with a tough 2-1 loss against 
Navy, but bounced back with a sec- 
ond half offensive eruption in a 3- 
1 win over the Aggies. Saturday 
they fell 2-0 to Fresno State, a team 
that was coming off of two victories 
over top-25 teams. “Right now, the 
biggest problem is we’re being out 
shot,” Hanks said. “We were out 
shot something like 22-6 against 
Davis. A lot of those shots against 
us weren’t dangerous, but us only 
having six shots is not good. We are 
more dangerous than our stats 
show.” 

Hanks is cautious to make any 
bold predictions, but points out a 
challenging schedule as an indica- 
tor for the team’s progress. 

“T like our schedule because it’s 
tough,” she says. “We’re taking it 
game to game. There are six teams 
in our conference. Realistically, 
finishing at 500 would get us into 
tournament play and the schedule 
we have will prepare us for that.”

Massachusetts, Oklahoma, Rhode Island, Fres- 
no State and Northern Arizona all recruited the 
three-sport athlete who is Roseville High School’s 
all-time kills leader. Ultimately, she chose to stay 
home and attend Sac State. 

“People don’t realize that the volleyball pro- 
gram here is very good. I have my family here, 
and I just felt Sac State wanted me more than the 
other schools.” 

Colberg realizes her good fortune. 

“We kind of lucked into her,” Colberg said.

Those who wonder whether Bandimere, who 
at 5-foot-7, is undersized at her position and for her 
sport, would be as successful at a bigger school 
need only ask her opinion about it. 

“Definitely,” she said. “I feel I could raise 
my level at any school. And Sac State isn’t that 
far below any of them.” 

Raising her level is always in the front of 
Bandimere’s mind. During the Sac State Invita- 
tional, Bandimere was held to 17 kills on the first 
day of competition. The next day, she had 18 
kills against Georgetown alone. 

“T like volleyball because no matter how good 
you get, you can always keep getting better,” she 
said. “Td like to be a better all-around player. I 
need to work on my defense and my passing.
